On  the  Passing  of  John  Stites 

As  recent  alums  and  members  of  the  Concert  Choir,  my  wife  and  I wish  to  express  our 
deep  sorrow  upon  hearing  of  Prof.  Stites'  death.  He  was  a dear  friend  and  major  influ- 
ence on  our  lives.  As  president  of  the  choir,  I got  to  know  him  a little  better  than  most 
of  the  choir  and  immeasurably  more  than  the  campus.  I have  to  honestly  say  that  few 
outside  of  the  Fine  and  Performing  Arts  Department  at  the  time  truly  appreciated  his 
contributions  to  campus. 

He  was  the  fundamental  force  of  an  essential  Etown  experience  and  tradition,  the 
choir.  Through  his  medium  he  touched  the  lives  of  not  only  students,  but  the  larger 
community  and  churches  throughout  the  region.  Prof.,  as  we  called  him,  cared  deeply 
about  his  students,  their  health,  and  well-being.  He  saw  to  it  that  we  had  an  annual 
tour  that  stirred  emotions  in  us  all.  The  farther  I get  from  Etown  in  time  and  distance  I 
realize  all  that  he  taught  me  and  those  values  which  I attempt  to  instill  in  others.  He 
was  not  someone  I can  aptly  describe  in  a few  sentences,  but  it  is  most  important  that 
the  community  know  he  was  an  exceptional  man  of  deep  conviction  and  love. 

If  I have  one  plea  to  the  campus  in  his  memory,  it  is  that  the  choir  uphold  his  values 
and  continue  the  traditions  of  tour  and  all  that  this  group  has  brought  to  so  many. 

The  sense  of  joy  and  human  understanding  that  music  imparts  on  us  cannot  be  under- 
stated. Those  of  us  who  know  the  traditions  of  this  program  under  Stites  or  Simmers 
understand  its  importance  and  the  role  music  can  have  in  shaping  lives  and  dreams  in 
this  world.  May  it  continue.

Extraordinary  Acts 


For  over  a year  now,  the  Elizabethtown  College  community 
has  been  engaged  in  an  extensive  strategic  planning 
process  focused  on  preparing  the  College  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenges of  a quickly  changing  higher  education  environment. 

Involving  dozens  of  people  from  faculty,  staff,  students, 
trustees,  and  alumni,  this  work  of  these  "planners"  will  come  to 
fruition  in  October  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  meets  to  consider 
a strategic  plan  for  the  College.  At  that  point,  the  work  of  imple- 
menting our  plan  will  begin. 

In  recent  issues  of  this  magazine,  I have  addressed  the  nine 
"fault  lines  of  change"  that  have  reconfigured  the  landscape  for 
American  colleges  and  universities,  as  well  as  the  four  "founda- 
tion stones"  on  which  this  institution  can  build  its  transforming 
work.  Now,  as  we  are  completing  our  plan,  I want  to  address 
what  is  necessary  for  us  to  realize  the  extraordinary  achieve- 
ments our  future  will  require  of  us. 

In  his  study  of  Extraordinary  Minds,  the  psychologist  Howard 
Gardner  has  identified  traits  that  are  associated  with  great 
achievements,  traits  that  everyone  can  use  to  do  great  things: 

► Reflection:  Gardner  observes  that  "we  cannot  assume  that 
lessons  from  experience  will  automatically  dawn  on  us."  Rather, 
great  achievement  rests  on  reflection  — the  "regular,  conscious 
consideration  of  the  events  of  daily  life,  in  the  light  of  longer- 
term  aspirations"  — to  learn  from  our  experience  and  to  keep  on 
the  path  toward  significant  goals.  To  realize  our  aspirations  as  a 
college,  we  must  constantly  keep  our  major  goals  before  us  as 
we  do  our  daily  work  and  rechart  our  course  toward  these  goals 
as  circumstances  and  opportunities  change. 

► Leveraging:  Most  of  us  understand  that  humans  and  human 
institutions  are  flawed.  But  the  possibility  for  greatness  lies  in 
leveraging,  what  Gardner  calls  "the  capacity  ...  to  ignore  areas 
of  weakness  and  ...  to  ask:  'In  which  ways  can  I use  my  own 
strengths  in  order  to  gain  a competitive  advantage  ...?'"  We  will 
achieve  the  most  by  building  on  our  strengths;  worrying  too 
much  about  our  failings  will  only  deflect  us  from  taking  advan- 
tage of  our  many  areas  of  excellence. 

► Framing:  Has  anyone  ever  suggested  that  you  can  turn  a 
problem  into  a challenge  or  even  an  opportunity?  That  is  what 
Gardner  calls  framing,  or  "the  capacity  to  construe  experiences 
in  a way  that  is  positive,  in  a way  that  allows  one  to  draw  apt 
lessons  and,  thus  freshly  energized,  to  proceed  with  one's  life." 
Every  situation  has  its  possibilities  for  greatness;  framing  situa- 
tions to  see  those  opportunities  will  help  us  realize  the  greatness 
ourselves. 

In  addition  to  Gardner's  three  principles,  I think  we  need  to 
cultivate  two  more  qualities  to  realize  our  aspirations: 

► Inspiration:  As  we  transform  ourselves,  we  cannot  simply 
discard  all  the  features  of  our  past,  for  that  would  be  to  renounce 
what  has  already  made  us  great.  The  things  and  the  people  we 
cherish  can  accompany  us  as  resources  for  crafting  our  future, 
forming  a cloud  of  witnesses  to  travel  with  us  as  we  make  the 
journey  of  change  together.  As  we  move  ahead,  I hope  we  will 


each  remember 
the  mentors, 
co-workers, 
leaders,  col- 
leagues, and 
friends  who 
have  meant 
much  to  us  and 
who  have  made 
this  college  great. 

From  their  witness,  we 
can  gain  the  inspiration 
and  vision  to  see  what  this 
college  can  now  become  and  how 
much  we  can  achieve  in  our  own  futures. 

► Institutionalized  Innovation:  This  is  perhaps  our  greatest 
challenge.  Can  we  hold  onto  our  heritage  and  values  and  yet  re- 
main resolutely  forward-thinking?  Can  we  anticipate  changing 
conditions  five,  ten,  or  more  years  down  the  road  and  take  the 
steps  necessary  to  stay 

at  the  front  of  the  pack?  Extraordinary  achievements  require 
constant  experimentation  and  innovation.  We  must  organize 
specifically  to  encourage  such  change,  as  we  are  doing  in  building 
a program  of  assessment  and  in  establishing  an  ongoing  plan- 
ning committee. 

Those  of  us  involved  in  the  planning  process  recognize  that 
some  aspects  of  the  College's  culture  will  change  as  we  achieve 
new  levels  of  excellence.  No  longer  will  Elizabethtown  College 
be  viewed  as  "tucked  away  in  a quiet  corner  of  Lancaster  Coun- 
ty"; rather,  it  will  be  expected  of  us  that  we  participate  more 
fully  in  and  even  generate  public  discourse  on  the  events  and 
ideas  that  move  democratic  society.  As  we  reach  these  new  levels 
of  excellence,  the  College  will  also  draw  ever-increasing  atten- 
tion to  itself  from  new  constituencies. 

Our  public  will  look  to  us  more  for  guidance,  and  our 
visibility  and  achievements  will  no  doubt  sometimes  stimulate 
controversy.  As  we  achieve  more,  more  will  be  asked  of  us,  and 
part  of  the  responsibility  of  excellence  will  be  to  take  on  this  new 
role  in  a way  that  affirms  our  values  and  builds  community  in  a 
larger  arena. 

Once  the  Strategic  Plan  has  been  adopted,  we  will  publish  a 
summary  of  the  plan  and  publicize  our  efforts  widely.  As  part  of 
our  Centennial  celebration  next  year,  I will  also  be  visiting  with 
alumni  and  friends  throughout  the  country  to  report  on  the 
exciting  initiatives  we  are  undertaking.  The  College  is  poised 
for  extraordinary  achievement  in  our  second  century,  and  I hope 
you  will  actively  follow  our  progress  with  interest,  and  become 
involved  in  some  way  to  help  us  realize  our  greatness.  E

College  Hopes  to  Draw  Creative  Minds  with  New  Major 


In  April,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved 
the  introduction  of  the  College's  first-ever 
academic  major  in  art,  beginning  in  the 
fall  of  1998.  The  Fine  and  Performing  Arts 
Department  will  offer  a 45-credit  art  major 
in  two  tracks  — studio  art  and  museum 
studies  (art  history). 

"This  major  helps  even  out  the  overall 
curriculum,"  according  to  Provost  Ronald 
J.  McAllister.  Even  within  the  major  there's 
a balance  between  liberal  arts  (studio  arts) 
with  an  applied  component  (the  museum 
studies).  However,  the  fundamental  value 
of  the  art  major,  he  believes,  lies  in  the 
kind  of  students  it  will  draw. 

"The  addition  of  this  major  can  help 
make  us  a very  different  institution.  Stu- 
dents who  are  drawn  to  an  art  program 
have  a certain  creativity.  They  can  come 
up  with  new  ways  to  solve  problems," 
McAllister  explains. 

Associate  Professor  of  Art  Milt  Friedly 
is  proud  of  the  museum  studies  compo- 
nent built  into  the  major.  "The  art  history 
that  we  are  adding  is  significant,"  Friedly 
says.  "People  look  at  things  every  day  but 
often  don't  know  what  they  are  looking 
at.  Students  who  understand  'why,'  for 


instance  in  art  and  architecture, 
are  better  equipped  wherever 
they  go." 

In  1990  Friedly  began  work- 
ing on  the  development  of  an  art 
major  by  conducting  an  analysis 
of  art  programs  at  20  benchmark 
colleges  including  Alfred  Univer- 
sity in  New  York  and  Pomona 
College  in  California. 

"We  found  that  all  programs 
are  developed  around  faculty 
strengths,"  explains  Friedly,  who 
has  particular  strengths  in  sculp- 
ture and  ceramics  and  whose  two-dimen- 
sional and  three-dimensional  works  have 
received  national  acclaim. 

Louise  E.  Schellenberg,  associate 
professor,  joined  the  art  faculty  in  1992, 
bringing  to  the  department  an  expertise 
in  drawing  and  painting,  skills  which 
comprise  the  foundation  for  higher  levels 
of  self-expression.  The  College  then  added 
art  historian  Dr.  Patricia  Ricci  in  1996.  Her 
particular  strengths  include  Neodassidsm, 
Romanticism,  and  Modernism. 

Students  in  the  art  history  track  will 
spend  one  semester  at  American  Urtiver-

sity  in  Washington,  D.C.,  in  the  Museum 
Studies  program,  which  includes  an 
internship  at  one  of  the  nation's  leading 
cultural  institutions  such  as  the  Smithson- 
ian or  the  National  Gallery  of  Art. 

"We  have  three  wonderful  faculty 
members  in  the  art  division,"  says  John  F. 
Harrison,  chairman  of  the  Fine  and  Per- 
forming Arts  Department.  "I  look  forward 
to  working  with  them  and  the  fine  stu- 
dents they  recruit  for  this  program."  E 


College  Mourns  Passing  of  Former  President  Morley  J.  Mays 


Dr.  Morley  J.  Mays,  tenth  president  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  died  on  Saturday, 
July  4,  in  Lancaster,  Pa.  Mays  was  presi- 
dent from  1966-1977. 

During  the  Mays  administration, 
enrollment  increased  by  nearly  300  (to 
1,520  students)  and  many  additions  and 
improvements  to  the  College's  physical 
plant  were  completed,  including  the 
construction  of  Founders  Residence  Hall, 
Nicarry  Hall,  and  Thompson  Gymnasium. 
During  his  tenure,  the  College  also  began 
undergraduate  evening  instruction. 

"Many  of  our  alumni  from  that  period 
of  time  remember  most  vividly  Kent  State 
and  the  war  in  Vietnam,"  remarks  Eliza- 
bethtown President  Theodore  E.  Long. 

"At  the  same  time,  many  also  remember 
Morley  Mays'  gracious  dignity  and  the 
wisdom  with  which  he  steered  the  College 


during  very  challenging  years." 

Mays  was  very  active  with  the  Middle 
States  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools, 
serving  on  more  than  20  accreditation 
teams,  and  he  was  a consultant  to  the 
New  York  and  Maryland  state  Boards  of 
Education.  He  also  served  as  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  University 
Center  at  Harrisburg  (now  the  Dixon  Uni- 
versity Center),  of  which  the  College  is  a 
member  institution. 

He  also  served  as  secretary  of  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren;  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  Bethany  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  as  moderator  of  the  Church 
of  the  Brethren  Annual  Conference.  E

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Alumni  Survey  Results  Announced 


During  a public  presentation  of  Strate- 
gic Planning  findings  during  the  spring 
semester,  Provost  Ronald  J.  McAllister 
released  results  from  a survey  sent  to 
1,200  alumni.  The  survey  was  conduct- 
ed by  seniors  Katherine  Barkley,  Molly 
Muir,  and  Matthew  Ohlinger  under  the 
supervision  of  several  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrators. 

Questions  on  strategic  issues  gener- 
ating the  most  agreement  (more  than 
nine  out  of  ten)  had  alumni  satisfied 
with:  relationships  with  faculty;  pride 
in  an  Elizabethtown  education;  overall 
physical  campus;  high  academic  stan- 
dards; faculty  qualifications;  the  dining 
hall  experience;  courses  in  both  major 
and  minor;  and  the  value  of  the  Eliza- 
bethtown experience. 

Questions  generating  the  least 
agreement  (less  than  two  out  of  three) 
had  alumni  divided  on  questions  of: 
the  importance  of  staying  in  contact 
with  former  professors;  career  counsel- 
ing; relationships  with  Elizabethtown 
Borough  residents;  the  career-prepara- 
tion value  of  on-campus  jobs;  apprecia- 
tion of  different  cultures;  and  interac- 
tion with  administrators. 

Eight  questions  revealed  aspects  of 
the  Elizabethtown  experience  that  have 
changed  most  significantly  over  the 
years: 

► Agreement  with  the  following  six 
statements  increased  significantly 
when  comparing  pre-1971  alumni  and 
post-1991  alumni:  1)  My  education  im- 
proved my  creativity  in  problem  solv- 
ing; 2)  My  relationship  with  faculty 
outside  the  class  was  positive;  3)  I 
chose  to  attend  Elizabethtown  because 
of  the  College's  small  class  size;  4)  My 
current  job  is  directly  related  to  my 
academic  major;  5)  I learned  as  much 
outside  the  classroom  as  I did  inside 
the  classroom;  and  6)  Internships  I par- 
ticipated in  helped  me  with  my  career. 

► Agreement  with  the  following  two 
statements  decreased  significantly 
when  comparing  pre-1971  alumni  and 
post-1991  alumni:  1)  My  education 
equipped  me  to  work  with  different 
kinds  of  people;  and  2)  Respect  be- 


tween students  and  administrators  was 
mutual. 

Over  97  percent  agreed  that  Eliza- 
bethtown Magazine  is  a good  source  of 
information  about  College  activities.

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Heading  off  to  college  can  be  a big  ad- 
justment ...  for  parents!  Besides  the  tradi- 
tional orientation  for  incoming  students, 
the  Counseling  Services  staff,  with  the 
help  of  other  campus  departments,  orga- 
nizes a special  summer  orientation  just 
for  parents.  For  those  who  are  making 
the  transition  to  parent  of  a college-age 
child.  Director  of  Counseling  Services 
Beverly  V.  Piscitelli  offers  the  following 
tips  from  her  orientation  session  called 
“College  Survival  for  Parents": 

1 . Refrain  from  making  decisions  for 
your  college-age  children.  Let  them 
make  their  own  choices,  for  instance, 
about  which  courses  to  take.  Young  peo- 
ple need  the  experience  of  making  deci- 
sions — even  bad  ones  — on  their  own. 

2.  If  your  child  has  always  had  his  or 
her  own  room  at  home,  don't  be  too 
concerned  about  potential  roommate 
problems  at  college.  Being  paired 

up  with  a roommate  gives  your  child 
an  opportunity  to  develop  two  invalu- 
able life  skills:  accommodation  and 
negotiation. 

3.  Do  discuss  with  your  son  or 
daughter  any  changes  that  may 
impact  the  family.  For  instance,  don't 
redecorate  their  room  without  their 
knowledge.  Make  sure  to  include 
them  in  the  decision. 


4.  Students  do  care  about  what  parents 
think.  Your  child  needs  to  hear  family 
values  articulated. 

5.  Learn  to  trust  your  child.  Show  them 
that  you  believe  in  them.  Parents  can  be 
a unique  source  of  strength  and  stabili- 
ty. Your  support  and  assurance  should 
shine  through  in  statements  like,  "I  be- 
lieve that  you  can  make  that  decision 
yourself." 

6.  Even  college-age  children  look  to 
the  family  as  home  base.  They  need 
to  know  that  parents  are  still  there  for 
them.  They  are  looking  for  the  steady 
rootedness  of  the  family  to  return  to 
on  breaks  and  in  times  of  duress. 

7.  Don't  neglect  your  physical  health. 
Take  good  care  of  yourself  — for  your 
sake  and  theirs. 

8.  Be  good  listeners.  And  listen  to  what 
they  don't  say.  Students  are  like  ducks 
— they  appear  to  be  unruffled  on  the 
surface,  but  are  paddling  like  crazy 
below  the  surface. 

9.  Remember,  their  reliance  on  you 
changes,  but  it  does  not  cease  to  exist. 

10.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  growth 
for  everyone  in  the  family.  If  you  are 
now  a two-person  family,  take  time  to 
get  reacquainted  with  your  spouse.  E 
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Bringing 
Mr.  Jefferson 
Back  to  Life 

One  popular  controversy  currently 
| raging  through  academia 
involves  the  relationship  of 
Thomas  Jefferson  to  one  of  his  slaves, 
Sally  Hemmings.  To  David  S.  Brown, 
assistant  professor  of  history,  the  debate 
says  more  about  our  society  than  it  does 
about  Jefferson. 

"The  story  of  Jefferson  and  Hemmings 
was  made  public  in  1802,"  he  says,  "but  it 


is  only  since  the  Vietnam  War  and  Water- 
gate that  scholars  and  the  general  public 
have  been  much  interested  in  the  story. 
Part  of  it  is  that  we  seem  more  pessimistic 
about  our  leaders  now." 

Brown  also  sees  that  new  ways  his- 
tory is  practiced  by  scholars  have  dictated 
a new  look  at  Founding  Fathers  like  Jef- 
ferson. "History  used  to  be  controlled  by 
men  and  the  study  of  Jefferson  by  the 
so-called  'Jefferson  Establishment.'  They 
focused  strictly  on  the  documentary 
evidence  — if  it  wasn't  written  down,  it 
didn't  happen,"  he  says.  "More  women 
and  minorities  are  entering  the  disciplines, 
and  they  are  using  different  methods  to 
reconstruct  aspects  of  our  past  that  had 
formerly  been  totally  ignored." 

Brown  is  finishing  work  on  an  ency- 
clopedia on  Jefferson,  Thomas  Jefferson: 

A Biographical  Companion.  He  is  entering 
his  second  year  as  a faculty  member  at 
Elizabethtown  after  having  taught  at  the 
university  and  community  college  levels. 
He  likes  Lancaster  County,  he  says,  be- 
cause it  reminds  him  so  much  of  rural 
Ohio,  where  he  was  raised. 

"In  high  school,  I didn't  know  much 
about  what  it  meant  to  go  to  college.  I tried 
accounting  at  first,  but  instinctively  knew 


that  history  was  my  calling.  I was  curious 
about  my  surroundings  and  studying  his- 
tory helped  me  understand  what  forces 
shaped  the  institutions  and  environment." 

At  colleges  and  universities,  he  sees 
that  historians  need  to  be  more  assertive 
about  their  roles.  "History  is  clearly  a 
popular  subject  — look  at  the  growth  of 
the  History  Channel  on  TV  — but  we 
need  to  help  people  understand  that  it 
is  also  a serious  subject,  even  for  the 
accounting  student  or  the  music  major. 
Without  an  understanding  of  history, 
students  will  graduate  into  a world  that 
will  control  them.  History  gives  us  a 
sense  of  who  we  are,  how  to  shape  our 
world,  and  how  to  make  informed  decsions." 

The  revelations  about  Jefferson  do  not 
shock  Brown.  "My  favorite  stories  about 
him  reveal  his  passionate,  playful,  human 
side.  Even  into  his  forties,  he  was  very 
boyish.  I like  to  think  that  our  Founding 
Fathers  were  'real  people'  who  experi- 
enced life  in  its  varieties  rather  than  men 
of  stone." 

The  questions  swirling  around  Jeffer- 
son and  Hemmings  may  be  answered 
once  and  for  all.  Brown  notes,  when 
results  of  DNA  tests  performed  on  Jeffer- 
son descendants  this  year  are  announced.  E 


A 'Superstar'  for  the 

The  classic  rock  opera  of  the  70s,  Jesus 
Christ  Superstar,  got  a high-tech  90s  treat- 
ment this  past  spring  in  Leffler  Chapel 
and  Performance  Center.  Superstar  was  the 
first  full-length  musical  to  be  presented  in 
the  College's  newest  performance  space. 

Under  the  direction  of  Michael 
Sevareid,  associate  professor  of  theatre,  a 
45-member  cast  of  singing  and  dancing 
apostles,  writhing  tormentors  and  lepers, 
robed  kings,  and  priests  in  power  suits 
performed  with  a huge  video  screen 
behind  them  onto  which  computer- 
generated graphics,  live  video,  still  pic- 
tures, and  pre-recorded  video  were  pro- 
jected, adding  an  MTV-like  undercurrent 
of  contemporary  political  and  social  com- 
mentary to  the  traditional  storyline.

A pit  band  directed  by  W.  Grant 
Moore,  director  of  the  College  jazz  band, 
incorporated  even  more  student  talent 
into  the  show. 

The  show  played  to  three  sold-out 
shows  of  2,200,  receiving  critical  acclaim 
from  Lancaster  New  Era  theatre  reviewer 
Ryan  Robinson  who  lauded  Sevareid's 
use  of  a large  screen  to  complement  the 
live  performers. 

The  mammoth  production  was  notable 
not  only  for  its  non-traditional  casting  but 
because  it  provided  an  intense  learning 
experience  for  all  students  involved.  Four 
student  assistant  directors  each  received 
three  independent  study  credits  for  their 
work  on  the  show.

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Professor  Organizes  Study  Abroad  Trip  to  South  America 


Buoyed  by  the  success  of  a Spring  '98  trip. 
Dr.  Wayne  A.  Selcher,  professor  of  interna- 
tional studies,  is  organizing  another  trip 
to  Ecuador  for  Spring  Break  of  1999. 

"Ecuador  is  a fascinating  place  to 
visit,"  says  Selcher.  "It's  the  size  of 
Colorado,  has  the  population  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, the  hot  climate  of  being  near  the 
equator  mixed  with  the  frigid  climes  of 
15,000-foot  elevations,  and  as  diverse  a 
mix  of  people  as  you  can  imagine.  The 
Quechuas,  for  instance,  are  part  of  the 
largest  indigenous  group  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere." 

Selcher  emphasizes  the  safety  of  the 
trip,  adding,  "It's  a great  opportunity  for 
American  students,  who  often  take  things 
for  granted,  to  see  the  world  and  life  from 
a different  perspective." 


The  trip  is  scheduled  for 
March  5 to  March  15,  1999. 

Travelers  will  visit  the  Andean 
regions  around  the  city  of 
Quito,  take  in  a cloud  forest 
nature  reserve,  and  the  indige- 
nous market  at  Otavalo.  Selcher 
has  also  scheduled  several 
excursions  to  small  towns, 
indigenous  markets,  and 
scenic  areas.  The  total  cost  for 
the  trip  is  expected  to  be  under 
$1,600  and  students  can  receive  for- 
credit  study.

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Humor  Columnist 
Finds  a More 
Serious  Side  to 
The  Etownian 

Meet  Dylan  P.  Gadino  '99  from 
Rochelle  Park,  New  Jersey.  He 
is  senior  class  president,  a stu- 
dent representative  helping  to  plan  the 
College's  Centennial  Celebration,  and  the 
1998-99  editor  of  The  Etownian. 

He  is  known  to  readers  as  a humor 
columnist  for  The  Etownian,  but  sees  his 
role  shifting  to  a more  serious  gear  this 
year  as  he  assumes  the  editorship.  "My 
first  job  will  be  to  make  people  think.  But 
you  can  bet  your  most  expensive  Beanie 
Baby  that  my  editorials  will  be  laced 
with  humor,"  he  says. 

Dylan  is  still  relatively  new  to  student 
journalism.  He  did  not  write  for  his  high 
school  newspaper  and,  according  to  him, 
he  "stumbled"  onto  The  Etownian.  "When 
I was  a freshman.  Professor  Dana  Mead, 
who  at  the  time  was  my  writing  and  lan- 
guage professor,  suggested  I apply  for  a 
copy  editor  position,"  says  Dylan. 

He  began  writing  humor  columns  as 
a sophomore.  "I  wrote  for  two  reasons," 
states  Dylan.  "One,  to  make  people  laugh 
and  two,  to  trick  people  into  thinking." 

He  has  also  been  interning  at  the  Eliz- 
abethtown Chronicle.  "My  work  with  the 
Chronicle  "has  really  helped  me  a lot  as  a 
writer,"  says  Dylan.  "If  I have  done  one 
thing  at  the  Chronicle,  I have  improved 
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my  interviewing  skills.  It  may  sound  mun- 
dane, but  if  a writer  knows  how  to  properly 
communicate  with  their  sources,  half  the 
battle  is  won,"  says  Dylan. 

He  views  a college  newspaper  as  a 
learning  environment  for  students.  "I 
would  like  to  get  our  writers,  train  them, 
and  keep  with  them  on  every  article  they 
write,"  Dylan  remarks.  "It's  not  fair,  in 
college  anyway,  to  constantly  be  editing 
articles  and  not  telling  each  writer  what 
was  good  and  what  was  bad.  The  sooner 
a writer  can  comfortably  pump  up  an 
article,  the  sooner  that  writer  will  be  con- 
fident enough  to  take  an  editor's  role." 

Dylan  finds  there  are  many  roles  for  a 
student  newspaper.  He  feels  it  is  impor- 
tant to  find  real  news  first;  what's  really 
happening  around  campus  and  what 
is  changing.  "It's  important  to  keep 
the  College,  especially  the  students, 
informed  of  what  is  happening  at  the 
College,"  states  Dylan. 

One  must  keep  in  mind  what  is 
important  to  those  reading  the  papers 
as  well.  "I  think  it's  important  to  write 
about  what  is  important  to  readers.  In  a 
way,  the  'people'  decide  what  is  critical. 

I always  liked  the  idea  of  print  media 
as  a watchdog  to  the  people.  I'm  going 
to  do  the  best  I can  to  execute  in  that 
way,"  comments  Dylan. 

Come  next  spring,  Dylan  will  find 
new  challenges  and  new  ideas  to  occupy 
his  time.  "After  graduation,  I plan  to  go 
on  to  conquer  the  world,"  he  says.  "But, 
if  that  doesn't  work  out,  I have  some 
options."  He  is  looking  to  attend  gradu- 
ate school  for  journalism,  specifically 
magazine  journalism.  Schools  such  as 
New  York  University,  Boston  University, 
and  Northwestern  have  captured  Dylan's 
attention  as  potential  homes  for  the  next 
few  years. 

"I  have  three  passions  — writing, 
thinking,  and  music,"  reflects  Dylan. 
"Somehow,  I would  like  to  combine  the 
three  and  make  a career  out  of  them." 

Or,  if  Dylan  cannot  find  his  niche,  he 
may  look  into  a daily  syndicated  column. 
"You  know,"  he  says,  "something  that 
will  make  the  close-minded  and  overly 
structured  cringe.  You  know,  something 
truthful."  E 


Lancaster  Artist 
Crafts  New 
College  Medallion 

A new  Elizabethtown  College  medallion 
arrived  just  in  time  for  the  95th  Com- 
mencement on  May  16, 1998.  Lancaster 
County  native  Valerie  Jo  Coulson  hand- 
crafted the  ceremonial  piece  which  is 
worn  by  the  president  on  only  the  most 
formal  academic  occasions. 

Coulson,  whose  exquisite  jewelry 
designs  have  been  featured  in  national 
magazines,  constructed  the  medallion 
from  sterling  silver  sheet.  The  pattern  of 
the  stone  inlay  is  the  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege Seal.  Within  the  image  of  the  seal,  she 
set  the  flame  of  the  lamp  in  24  karat  gold. 
Coulson  crafted  all  of  the  stone  inlay  from 
one  piece  of  petersite,  though  the  variety 
of  stone  colors  framing  the  seal  makes  it 
look  otherwise. 

Because  stone  cutting  is  a very  labor- 
intensive  process  that  requires  the  same 
kind  of  artistry  as  a painter  uses  in  terms 
of  form  and  composition,  it  took  150 
hours  to  complete  the  new  medallion. 

The  stone  inlay  in  the  medallion,  Coulson 
believes,  has  a universal  feel  to  it.  "To 
look  at  it  is  like  looking  into  the  cosmos," 
she  explains. 

The  previous  medallion  was  used  for 
the  last  32  years  and  was  introduced  dur- 
ing the  administration  of  the  late  Morley 
J.  Mays.  E

Alumni  Chapter  Updates

Since  my  student  days  at  Elizabethtown  in 
the  1 950s,  I hove  watched  the  College 
grow  and  gain  in  stature,  f have  seen  the 
College  from,  different  perspectives  *— 
student,  administrator,  alumnus,  committee 
member,  trustee,  and  just  plain  interested 
observer  — and  can  state  that,  while  there 
have  been  plenty  of  exciting  times  at  Eliza- 
bethtown. College  over  the  years,  the  next 
three  years  will  be  the  most  dynamic  since 
the  College  was  founded  in  1 899, 

In  addition  to  the  normal  doings  of  a 
vibrant  faculty,  staff,  and  administration,  and 
a spirited  student  body,  plus  varying  degrees 
of  participation  of  alumni  and  friends.  — 
which  have  gained  the  College  recognition 
as  one  of  the  top  colleges  and  higher  edu- 
cation values  in  the  region  — three  move- 
ments are  afoot  on  campus  involving  a criti- 
cal mass  of  the  community  that  will  shape 
and  significantly  mark  the  College  well  into 
the  2 1 st  century. 

■ Strategic  Planning.  Elizabethtown  is  in 
the  midst  of  the  most  energetic  and  pains- 
taking strategic  plan  ever  undertaken  by 
the  College.  This  is  not  a '’long-range"  plan- 
ning process  that  will  set  in  concrete  goals 
and  objectives;  rather  It  is  "strategic"  plan- 
ning that  will  position  the  College  to  antici- 
pate and  adapt  to  the  ever-changing  higher 
education  environment.  For  over  a year  and 
a half,  extensive  studies,  deliberations,  and 
decision  making  involving  more  than  70'  fac- 
ulty, students,  administrators,  alumni,  and 
trustees  have  been,  poured  Info  this  exercise. 

We  have  not  only  been  looking  outside 
the  College,  but  also  reexamining  the  very 
mission,  vision,  and  cor©  values  of  Elizabeth- 
town College.  1 hove  had  the  privilege  of 
serving  on  the  Steering,  Committee  for  the 
project,  and  ! can  attest  to  the  high  degree 
of  time  and  selfless  effort  that  went  into  every 
step  of  the  process.  As  someone  who  has 
been  intimately  involved  in  both,  academia, 
and  business,  it  is  clear  to  me  that  the  unique 
nature  and  governing  structure  of  the  higher 


education  enterprise  dictates  that  we  proceed 
with  careful  steps  and  that  we  base  our  deci- 
sions on  facts  and  clear  studies.  It  has  been 
a very  democratic  process,  which,  of  course, 
means  that  it  has  not  at  all  times  been  partic- 
ularly efficient.  However,  I am  certain  it  will 
prove  to  be  both  effective  and  right  for  this 
college;  as  a direct  result,  I believe,  support 
for  the  planning  process  has  grown  and  be- 
come widespread  across  all  constituencies. 

The  reality  for  the  planning  process  is  that, 
following:  study  and  deliberation  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  October,  the  "real  work"  will 
only  just  have  begun.  The  challenges  faced 
by  individuals  and  groups  on  campus  in  actu- 
ally implementing  the  plan  over  the  next  few 
years  will  be  great.  In  this  special  feature  sec- 
tion, you  can  read  about  the  planning  experi- 
ences and  perspectives  of  faculty  and  student 
"planners''  representing  two  extremely  impor- 
tant elements  in  maintaining  the  excellence  of 
the  College  and  helping  to  make  Elizabeth- 
fawn  a better,  more  competitive  institution  in 
the  2 1 st  century 

■ The  Centennial  Celebration,  Beginning  in 
April  1 999  and  concluding  in  May  2000  the 
College  will  celebrate  the  1 00  years  since  its 
founding  in  1 899,  As  o member  of  the  Cen- 
tennial Steering  Committee,  I have  seen  extra- 
ordinary levels  of  enthusiasm  and  participa- 
tion from  students,  faculty,  administrators, 
alumni,  and  community  leaders  in  the  plan- 
ning of  this  milestone  celebration.  Both  the 
College  and  the  surrounding  community  are 
joining  hands  in  unprecedented  ways  to 
ensure  that  our  heritage  is  honored  and  that 
our  future  embraced.  Gale  Martin,  who 

is  chairing  the  celebration  effort,  writes  in 
this  section  about  why  it  is  important  for  us 
to  mark  this  centennial,  and  she  makes 
several  key  announcements  concerning 
the  celebration, 

■ The  Institutional  Self-Study  Design.  Every 
ten  years,  the  College  must  go  through  the 
reaccreditation  process  administered  by  the 


Middle  States  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools.  This  is  an  important  process 
because  if  ensures  that  students  get  what 
they  pay  for.  For  several  months,  dozens  of 
faculty,  students,  and  administrators  have 
been  examining  just  what  the  College  does 
as  a "learning  community"  and  how  well  it 
performs  this  function.  Next  spring,  a team 
of  educators  from  other  colleges  and  univer- 
sities representing  the  Middle  States  Associa- 
tion will  visit  the  College  campus  and  evalu- 
ate our  program,  Fletcher  McClellan  and 
Betty  Rider,  who  are  chairing  the  self-study, 
provide  an  update  on  the  accreditation 
process  and  some  thoughts  on  what  the 
process  so  far  has  meant  to  the  College. 

As  an  alumnus  of  Elizabethtown  College, 

I am  both  proud  and  excited  about  this  time 
in  the  life  of  the  institution.  I encourage  you 
to  take  special  care  in  reading  this  feature 
section  dedicated  to  this  "confluence  of 
events"  at  Elizabethtown  College.  You  will 
see  that  the  Elizabethtown  of  my  youth 
remains  the  same  at  its  core  while  at  the 
same  time  is  becoming  an  ever-more  modern 
and  model  community.  €*

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STRATEGIC  PLANNING 


I liken  the  strategic  planning  process  to  a 
complex  courtship  ritual.  Faculty,  students, 
staff  and  administrators,  alumni,  trustees,  and 
friends  of  the  College  have  gathered  with 
the  express  purpose  of  plotting  out  a future 
together  that  will  change  their  lives.  We  are 
presently  writing  the  “wedding  vows"  that 
will  govern  this  relationship,  and  are  now 


feeling  a mixture  of  anticipation  and  anxiety 
wondering  whether  or  not  the  "marriage" 
will  be  a happy  one. 

For  me,  the  process  has  been  both  satis- 
fying and  surprising. 

The  first  of  many  surprises  came  from  the 
Environmental  Scanning  Committee  — "scan- 
ners" — who  were  charged  with  examining 
and  compiling  information  about  the  politi- 
cal, economic,  social,  and  technological 
(PEST)  trends  surrounding  higher  education.

They  delivered  32  reports  to  the  Strategic 
Planning  Steering  Committee  ("planners") 
addressing  strategic  issues  outside  of  Eliza- 
bethtown College  that  will  affect  the  College 
and  on  which  the  College  could  act. 

The  information  the  scanners  compiled 
on  cost  and  price  issues  affecting  tuition  lev- 
els, on  distance  learning  initiatives  like  the 
University  of  Phoenix,  and  on  the  long-term 
political  and  economic  outlooks  in  our  re- 
gion, among  other  issues,  was  more  than 
just  helpful.  These  are  issues  most  people  in 
academia  rarely  like  to  think  about,  let  alone 
discuss.  I do  not  believe  that  any  of  us  plan- 
ners could  have  anticipated  the  thorough- 
ness and  weightiness  of  the  information 
which  would  ultimately  dictate  much  of  our 
decision-making  process. 

Another  surprise  for  me  was  how  well 
prepared  the  planners  were  for  our  task.  I 
anticipated  a certain  level  of  disagreement 
and  conflict  that  often  arises  from  the  "we've 
always  done  it  this  way"  mentality.  Our  Eliza- 
bethtown group,  however,  was  patient,  con- 
genial, forward-thinking,  and  worked  hard  to 
come  to  consensus  on  the  most  challenging 
issues.  I suspect  much  of  this  attitude  stems 
from  both  the  culture  of  the  College  and  the 
fact  that  there  were  so  many  data  on  which 
to  base  decisions  rather  than  having  to  rely 
on  competing  "hunches"  and  instincts. 

One  area  where  I saw  these  factors  work 
on  the  process  involved  the  creation  of  what 
is  called  our  "competitive  positioning  state- 
ment." When  first  asked  in  June  of  1 997 
about  what  kind  of  college  Elizabethtown 
should  be,  one  option  offered  to  the  planners 
and  scanners  was  the  "New  American 
College"  model  of  the  late  educator  Ernest 
Boyer.  This  model  is  an  alternative  to  being 
classified  as  a liberal  arts  college  or  research 
university;  rather,  it  promotes  a vision  of  a lib- 
eral learning  community  that  is  student-  and 


value-centered,  integrating  liberal  arts  and 
professional  studies.  At  first,  very  few  people 
— including  myself  — were  receptive  to 
Boyer's  model.  A year  later,  after  very  careful 
deliberation,  the  planners  agreed  that  the 
direction  Elizabethtown  was  moving  was 
that  of  the  New  American  College. 

Two  other  surprises  are  worth  mention- 
ing, and  eventually  they  may  dovetail.  First, 
it  was  a surprise  to  me  that,  while  Elizabeth- 
town is  excellent  in  many  areas,  we  are 
not  as  distinctive  an  institution  as  we  need 
to  be.  Other  colleges  do  what  we  do  and 
share  our  student-centered  values.  To  ensure 
our  ability  to  be  a competitive  college  that 
will  continue  to  attract  excellent  students,  fac- 
ulty, and  administrators,  we  need  to  set  our- 
selves apart  both  through  scholarship  and 
development  of  academic  and  co-curricular 
programs  that  are  unique.  The  other  surprise, 
then,  is  how  much  work  we  as  a learning 
community  still  need  to  do  once  the  Strategic 
Plan  is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  plan,  once  approved,  must  be  imple- 
mented. A favorite  phrase  of  Provost  Ron 
McAllister  describes  this  next  phase:  "This 
is  where  the  rubber  meets  the  road." 

Most  rewarding  for  me  was  working  with 
the  other  "planners."  The  cross  section  of 
people,  from  trustees  and  faculty  members  to 
students  and  administrators,  has  made  this 
process  work.  Committee  work  itself  can  be 
tedious  (as  anyone  who  has  ever  served  on 
a committee  knows),  but  I truly  enjoyed  meet- 
ings with  these  dedicated  and  tireless  folks. 

One  last  surprise  was  the  ability  and 
leadership  of  Ron  McAllister,  who  chaired 
the  entire  process  in  his  first  year  at  Eliza- 
bethtown. He  not  only  had  to  learn  (quickly) 
the  job  for  which  he  was  hired,  he  had  to 
lead  an  effort  to  change  a century-old  institu- 
tion he  had  just  joined.  He  kept  us  planners 
focused  and  on  track,  propped  up  our  spirits 
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when  we  needed  it  the  most,  and  educated 
the  community  about  the  process  in  a most 
convincing  manner. 

At  this  point  in  time,  we  need  to  "ride  the 
wave"  of  optimism,  collegiality,  and  willing- 
ness to  change  that  is  driving  the  process. 

If  strategic  planning  is  to  work  at  Elizabeth- 
town, its  most  telling  effect  will  be  on  the 
day-to-day  workings  and  interaction  of  all 
members  of  the  community.  I saw  hope  for 
this  at  a three-day  faculty  retreat  in  June.  The 
session  I chaired  focused  on  changing  fac- 
ulty roles  and  responsibilities  in  anticipation 
of  the  Strategic  Plan.  A lot  of  good,  positive 
discussion  was  held. 

As  a junior  faculty  member,  one  very 
good  side  effect  of  participating  in  this 
process  has  been  meeting  and  working 
with  so  many  people  with  whom  I normally 
would  have  little  or  no  contact,  from  students 
to  trustees.  At  the  outset  of  our  efforts,  there 
was  concern  that  creating  a planning  effort 
at  the  same  time  as  planning  the  College's 
Centennial  Celebration  and  the  Middle 
States  accreditation  self-study  is  under  way 
would  exhaust  people.  Well,  it  did.  But  it 
also  allowed  these  three  groups  to  share 
information,  and  it  gave  the  participants  in 
all  three  efforts  the  chance  to  dream  and 
be  a part  of  a force  that  will  enhance  and 
transform  Elizabethtown  College. 

The  wedding  date  is  getting  closer.  We 
have  learned  a tremendous  amount  about 
each  other.  All  the  surprises  have  been 
revealed.  We  are  agreeing  on  the  same 
goals.  I am  looking  forward  to  celebrating 
many  anniversaries.  ®

case,  why  would  otherwise  sane  people 
voluntarily  meet  every  other  Friday  after- 
noon for  hours  at  a time  for  a year  to 
discern  and  derive  a plan  for  the  future 
of  this  college?  Friday  afternoon!) 

■ Within  the  planning  process,  I watched 
how  everyone's  ideas  were  treated 
with  respect.  If  did  not  matter  whether 
a thought  or  suggestion  came  from 
President  Long  or  a student,  it  was  still 
handled  with  the  same  amount  of  atten- 
tion. An  inspired  idea  can  come  from 
anywhere,  at  any  time,  and  we 
"planners"  recognized  this.  My  feeling 
is  that  this  kind  of  receptivity  to  ideas 
cannot  be  found  at  too  many  other 
institutions  of  higher  education.  It  makes 
Elizabethtown  College  distinctive. 

As  for  myself,  I learned  that  the  more 
well-rounded  my  education,  the  more  pre- 
pared I will  be  for  the  real  world  and  what- 
ever it  may  throw  at  me.  To  be  successful,  I 
will  need  to  be  conversant  in  and  be  able1  to 
deal  with  a wide  range  of  subjects,  as  we 
planners  did.  The  fuzzy  world  of  "liberal 
arts"  may  be  misunderstood  by  some  people 
outside  of  college,  but  its  core  values  at  Eliz- 
abethtown — • "to  develop  sound  intellectual 
judgment,  'keen  moral  sensitivity,  and  an  ap- 
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predation  for  beauty  in  the  world"  — - will 
prove  just  as  practical  as  what  I learn  in  pre- 
professional  studies. 

While  many  of  my  classmates  believe  the 
most  valuable  thing  I have  learned  in  college 
so  far  is  how  to  do  my  own  laundry,  what  I 
have  actually  done  this  past  year  is  develop 
an  eye  for  seeing;  the  "big  picture."  Remem- 
ber being  a college  student?  During  the  aca- 
demic year,  we  students  barely  have  the 
time  or  the  ability  to  think  about  next  week, 
not  to  mention  next  decade.  Being  a part  of 
the  Strategic  Planning  process  has  shown 
me  how  not  to  lose  sight  of  the  "big  pic- 
ture," and  why  — why!  — it  is  important  for 
me  to  be  able  to  think  about  the  future.  Hav- 
ing stacks  of  research  reports  handed  to  us 
planners  could  easily  have  distracted  us  from 
the  big  picture  — imagine  trying  to  get  first- 
semester  freshmen  to  think  about  planning  for 
a career  — but  we  kept  our  eyes  on  the 
prize  and  persevered  to  the  completion  of 
our  task. 

Being  part  of  the  strategic  planning 
process  has  given  me  the  confidence  to 
enter  the  real  world  and  not  look  back.  One 
day,  I will  be  interviewed  for  the  job  of  my 
dreams  and  the  question  will  be  asked: 
"What  kind  of  experience  do  you  have?" 
This  interviewer  will  be  used  to  receiving 
blank  stares  from  across  the  desk.  Without 
skipping  a beat,  1 will  be  able  to  discuss  in 
depth  the  actual  experience  of  working  in 
teams,  active  collaboration  across  fields  and 
disciplines,  setting  priorities  and  goals,  seek- 
ing consensus,  managing  time  (and1  energy), 
and  thinking  in  terms  of  the  "big  picture." 

This  past  year  has  been  exhausting  and 
more  than  I bargained  for,  but  I am  lucky  to 
have  been  called  for  this  task,  My  fellow 
students  don't  know  what  they  missed.  $•••

The  strategic  planning  process  has  been 
a road  of  recovered  paths  and  uncovered 
bends.  In  keeping  with  our  heritage,  yet 
exploring  the  opportunities  tradition  has  to 
maximize  change,  the  Steering  Committee 
has  put  together  a plan  that  will  alter  the 
way  Elizabethtown  is  viewed  by  others  and 
by  itself.  All  constituencies  of  the  institution 
will  be  affected  by  the  changes  implemented 
by  the  strategic  plan.  One  such  consistency 
is  the  students. 

As  a result  of  the  community's  willingness 
to  reassess  and  explore  new  possibilities,  an 
engaging  dialogue  among  students,  faculty, 
staff,  and  administrators  will  be  enhanced 
and  continued.  Students'  input  will  be  highly 
considered  and  respected.

(That's  "Electronic-Town")

Something  that  should  come  as  no  surprise 
to  observers  of  business  and  education 
trends  is  the  identification  of  information  tech- 
nology as  one  of  the  strategic  issues  facing 
Elizabethtown  College.  Studied  analysis  sug- 
gests that  in  order  to  survive  in  an  increas- 
ingly competitive  higher  education  market- 
place, Elizabethtown  College  must  embrace 
and  use  information  technology  to: 

■ Provide  distinctive,  high-quality  learning 
experiences; 

■ Equip  students  with  the  information  tech- 
nology skills  of  the  marketplace  in  the 

2 1 st  century; 

■ Conduct  the  affairs  of  the  college 
efficiently  and  effectively;  and 

■ Enhance  the  distinctive  community  values 
historically  associated  with  Elizabethtown 
College. 

As  the  planning  process  identifies  other 
strategic  issues,  teams  of  faculty,  staff,  and 
students  will  be  formed  to  address,  among 
other  issues,  curriculum,  new  ventures,  and 
faculty  roles. 


An  Information  Technology  (IT)  Design 
Team,  under  the  leadership  of  professors 
Richard  G.  Stone  and  John  P.  Ranck  '58, 
began  meeting  last  October.  One  of  the 
team's  first  tasks  was  to  think  about  how  the 
everyday  life  of  students  might  appear  in 
a technologically  transformed  "E-town"  — 
"Electronic-town."  Here  is  how  the  IT  Design 
Team  imagined  a day  in  the  life  of  "Nat- 
alie," a member  of  the  Class  of  2003: 

On  campus,  Natalie  Longenecker  will 
continue  to  rise  early  in  the  morning.  Some- 
time before  or  after  she  brushes  her  teeth,  she 
will  check  email  from  her  room  to  find  out 
information  relevant  to  the  campus  community; 
messages  from  high  school  friends  and  family 
members  spread  out  over  vast  distances; 
instructions  and  reminders  from  professors 
about  today's  classroom  instruction  period 
and/or  assignments;  the  answer  to  a ques- 
tion she  posed  to  a faculty  member;  and 
some  insight  from  a "pen  pal"  taking  the 
same  communications  course  in  South  Africa. 

Before  leaving  the  room,  Natalie  will 
skim  a book  review  in  today's  Salon 

Magazine  online  edition 
(www.salonl999.com)  so 
there  is  something  to  talk 
about  at  the  breakfast  table 
in  Myer  Dining  Hall  other 
than  the  rerun  of  "Seinfeld." 
During  her  morning  Spanish 
class,  she  and  her  class- 
mates will  watch  the  first  ten 
minutes  of  the  evening  news 
from  Madrid  (commercials 
and  all). 

In  her  anthropology  class, 
Prof.  Wheelersburg  will  per- 
form a demonstration  that  is 
simultaneously  viewed  by  his 
students  in  Scandinavia.  In 
her  political  science  class, 
Prof.  McDonald  has 
arranged  for  his  class  to 
interview  Rush  Limbaugh 


to  discuss  the  latest  allegations  against  Presi- 
dent Gore  (the  interview  will  be  broadcast 
on  Limbaugh's  new  television  show  later 
tonight).  During  lunch,  Natalie  will  email  the 
College's  president  a question  from  the  on- 
line kiosk  in  Annenberg  Center.  Ted  Long 
will  respond  to  the  question  in  tomorrow's 
campus-wide  email  distribution. 

While  performing  a research  assignment 
in  High  Library  that  afternoon,  Natalie  will 
borrow  a book,  peruse  an  online  journal, 
conduct  a web  search  (discounting  most  of 
what  she  views).  She  takes  notes  in  her  lap- 
top computer,  which  also  contains  all  her 
research  and  term  papers  (which  she  dutifully 
backs  up).  She  remembers  a point  in  Prof. 
Wheelersburg 's  demonstration  that  she  wasn't 
sure  about,  so  she  connects  through  the 
campus  network  to  his  directory,  where  his 
lecture  notes  are  contained. 

Her  boyfriend,  Jerry,  shows  up  and  asks 
her  to  the  Jay's  Nest  for  a snack,  so  she 
downloads  the  notes  in  order  that  she  can 
read  them  later.  After  basketball  practice 
and  dinner,  Natalie  returns  to  the  lounge 
in  Schlosser.  The  television  is  on;  no  one  is 
watching.  They  are  playing  online  games, 
"chatting,"  and  watching  the  Duke-UNC 
women's  basketball  game  in  real-time  video. 
She  reviews  the  news  clip  from  Madrid  and 
then  gets  a real-time  audio  from  a Mexico 
City  radio  station  to  compare  pronunciation 
and  idiom. 

Her  mother  emails  her  a picture  of  the 
new  puppies  that  her  dog,  Simba,  has  given 
birth  to.  At  a prearranged  time,  she  calls 
her  sister  Nina,  who  is  studying  abroad  in 
Japan.  They  are  able  to  video-conference  for 
no  more  cost  than  a call  to  Lititz.  She  goes 
to  sleep  that  night,  listening  to  streaming 
music  from  her  favorite  radio  station  in 
San  Francisco.  ...  w

and  introduced  some  of  the  concepts  guid- 
ing the  once-a-decade  accreditation 
process.  They  now  provide  an  update  on 
the  process  and  what  the  College  can  look 
forward  to  in  1 998-99. 

Spring  for  most  people  evokes  thoughts  of  re- 
birth. In  the  academic  community,  however, 
spring  is  when  initiatives  begun  and  commit- 
tees formed  in  the  fall  face  their  biggest  chal- 
lenges. The  spring  of  1998  proved  no  different 
at  Elizabethtown,  as  the  Middle  States  Insti- 
tutional Self-Study  process  was  launched  in 
earnest,  working  often  at  a parallel  course  to 
the  strategic  planning  process. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  sometimes 
we  converged  as  planned,  never  did  we  crash. 

The  goals  of  this  self-study  are  to  docu- 
ment the  progress  we  have  made  in  becom- 
ing a learning  community  and  in  meeting  the 
personal,  social,  and  intellectual  needs  of 
our  students,  and  to  formulate  recommenda- 
tions, with  a strategic  planning  emphasis, 
towards  its  fuller  realization. 

Groups  of  selected  faculty,  students,  and 
administrators  were  formed  last  December  to 
study  eight  areas  of  our  college's  life: 

■ Mission,  goals,  and  objectives  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  as  well  as  the 
Student  Profile 

■ The  academic  curriculum 


■ Co-curricular  life 

■ Human  resources 

■ Physical,  financial,  and  information 
resources 

■ Governance  structure 

■ Advancing  the  learning  community 
through  enrollment  management,  public 
relations,  and  marketing 

■ Assessment  tools 

Each  group  was  assigned  areas  of  study 
specific  to  their  task,  but  some  basic  ques- 
tions were  asked  of  each  group:  1 ) which 
specific  activities  and  programs  in  your 
areas  contribute  to  the  learning  community 
and  which  support  the  philosophy,  mission, 
and  goals  and  objectives  of  Elizabethtown 
College?;  2j  how  do  we  know  that  what 
we  do  is  effective?;  and  3)  do  we  have 
adequate  resources  to  get  the  job  done? 

This  involves  a very  basic  operational 
review  — done  every  ten  years  — of  every 
single  aspect  of  our  work,  something  that  we 
suspect  very  few  institutions  outside  of  acade- 
mia would  even  dare  attempt.  If  is  the  closest 
colleges  and  universities  can  come  to  assess- 
ing the  bottom  line  of  our  endeavor.  It  is  how 
we  are  held  accountable  to  our  students  and 
alumni,  to  commercial  lending  organizations, 
and  to  government  funding  agencies. 

The  eight  work  groups  have  delivered 
their  reports  to  the  Middle  States  Steering 
Committee.  A draft  of  the  final  report  will  be 
ready  in  late  October. 

Based  on  the  work  done  to  date,  we 
know  that  Elizabethtown  delivers  on  its  promises. 
What  we  have  seen  of  the  self-study  contains 
few  surprises:  We  have  come  a long  way 
and  made  great  progress  towards  becoming 
an  authentic  learning  community,  but  we  are 
also  at  a crossroads.  We  need  to  determine 
what  kind  of  college  we  want  to  be  and 
stake  out  a direction  that  will  make  us  com- 
petitive. Among  the  questions  we  are  asking: 

■ Are  we  satisfied  being  compared  to 
BA  II  colleges  like  Lebanon  Valley  Col- 
lege and  Susquehanna  University? 


■ Do  we  want  to  compete  more  with  BA  I 
colleges  like  Bucknell  University? 

■ Do  we  want  to  begin  offering  a select 
number  of  master's  degree  programs? 

The  ability  to  answer  these  questions 
relies  very  heavily  on  the  work  of  our  self- 
study  groups.  They  will  provide  us  with  what 
we  need  to  make  informed  decisions,  rather 
than  having  to  rely  on  hunches  and  instincts. 

In  March  of  1999,  the  Middle  States 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  will 
send  a team  to  our  campus  to  verify  our  self- 
study.  This  team  will  be  made  up  of  academics 
familiar  with  and  sensitive  to  the  challenges 
faced  by  small  colleges;  libraries,  and  col- 
lege life.  They  will  interview  anyone  and 
everyone  they  wish  in  order  to  determine  if 
what  we  are  doing  is  what  we  say  we  are 
doing. 

By  the  time  this  team  visits  our  campus, 
they  will  not  see  a community  trying  merely 
to  provide  the  right  answers.  Rather,  they  will 
experience  a community  already  engaged  in 
transforming  itself  and  taking  control  of  its 
own  destiny.

Planning  To  Make  Our  Markon  the

How  should  Elizabethtown  College  commem- 
orate an  occasion  as  exciting  and  significant 
as  a 100th  anniversary?  What  kinds  of  pro- 
grams and  activities  should  be  planned  for 
the  celebration?  These  are  logical  questions 
to  put  before  a group  of  alumni,  faculty,  stu- 
dents, staff  members,  trustees,  and  Elizabeth- 
town community  leaders — 22  people  with 
a connection  to  the  College  charged  with 
creating  a fourteen-month-long  celebration. 

In  terms  of  event  planning,  however,  ask- 
ing "what"  is  to  be  done  before  addressing 
the  "whys"  and  "wherefores"  is  really  putting 
the  cart  before  the  horse.  Some  of  the  hardest 
work  that  the  22  members  of  the  Centennial 
Steering  Committee  have  done  to  date  was 
to  answer  the  questions,  "Why  should  we  be 
holding  a celebration?"  and  "What  do  we 
want  to  accomplish  with  this  celebration?" 

Fueled  by  a charge  issued  by  President 
Ted  Long  (see  inset),  the  committee  estab- 
lished eight  primary  goals  for  the  Centennial: 

■ To  provide  a historical  perspective  for 
students  and  faculty  to  better  connect 
them  to  the  institution. 

■ To  obtain  and  distribute  a collection  of 
information  about  our  institution  and  its 
people. 

■ To  strengthen  connections  and  increase 
pride  among  alumni. 

■ To  illuminate  the  new  strategic  vision  for 
the  College. 

■ To  strengthen  bonds  within  the  College 
community. 

■ To  clarify  or  strengthen  the  College's 
image. 

■ To  enhance  our  intellectual  reputation. 

■ To  increase  visibility  of  the  College  within 
the  region. 

Even  with  a set  of  goals  in  hand,  our 
Centennial  planning  efforts  needed  some 
organizing  principles  for  the  celebration  to 
move  this  very  democratic  planning  process 
along  at  a pace  to  meet  an  April  '99  kick- 
off. The  Steering  Committee  represents  a 
diversity  in  viewpoints,  age  groups,  likes 


and  dislikes,  and  education  levels.  So,  with 
a celebration  extending  through  Commence- 
ment 2000,  we  established  the  following 
ground  rules  to  help  provide  some  organiza- 
tion and  structure  to  the  observance: 

■ Activities  that  occur  during  1999  will 
illuminate  and  honor  the  College's  past. 
For  the  part  of  the  celebration  that  takes 
place  in  the  year  2000,  events  will  look 
forward  to  the  College's  future. 

■ The  balance  of  Centennial  programs  and 
activities  will  be  weighted  about  equally 
between  the  past  and  the  future. 

■ Events  and  activities  planned  for  the 
Celebration  will  project  a distinctive 
tone:  high  quality,  reflective,  tied  to  the 
College's  Brethren  heritage,  dynamic, 
and  fun — incorporating  as  many  of  these 
qualities  simultaneously  as  is  reasonable. 

■ The  audiences  for  the  celebration  will  be 
the  College's  alumni,  current  students, 
donors/friends/trustees  of  the  College, 
members  and  leaders  of  the  Church  of 
the  Brethren,  faculty  (including  retirees), 
and  the  local  community. 

■ Most  of  the  Centennial  programs  will 
take  place  on  campus  to  showcase  the 
beauty  of  the  physical  plant,  to  encour- 
age alumni  to  return  to  campus,  to  reach 
out  to  the  local  community,  and  to  more 
effectively  reach  the  campus  community. 

■ The  celebration  will  strive  for  an  equal 
balance  among  intellectual  reflection, 
celebration,  and  cultural  enrichment  to 
nurture  the  mind  and  the  spirit. 

With  these  goals  and  organizing  princi- 
ples in  place,  the  Steering  Committee  is  cur- 
rently considering  what  should  be  planned  as 
part  of  Elizabethtown  College's  celebration. 
This  preliminary  work  will  also  facilitate  deci- 
sion-making in  the  next  several  months  as  the 
committee  finalizes  a Centennial  plan.  For  in- 
stance, we  can  now  ask  ourselves,  does  the 
activity  follow  from  the  president's  charge, 
support  one  of  our  primary  goals,  or  follow 
the  organizing  principles?  If  it  does  not,  then 


it  may  not  fit  into  our  celebration. 

Though  we  have  not  answered  all  of  the 
"whats"'  by  the  time  of  this  writing,  we  do 
know  that  the  Centennial  celebration  will  kick 
off  on  April  1 7,  1 999,  during  the  combined 
Reunion  and  Spring  Arts  Festival  weekend. 

The  theme  for  the  day  will  hail  back  to  the 
time  of  the  College's  founding:  the  turn-of-the- 
Century.  The  day  will  incorporate  an  old-fash- 
ioned campus  festival  including  period  enter- 
tainment and  attractions  with  the  wonderful  of- 
ferings of  the  Spring  Arts  Festival:  the  Juried 
Art  Show  and  the  spring  theatre  production. 

Working  closely  with  the  College  Store, 
the  Centennial  committee  is  preparing  a first- 
ever  catalog  of  official  Centennial  merchan- 
dise to  be  published  and  mailed  to  alumni 
in  early  November. 

The  Winter  '99  issue  of  Elizabethtown 
Magazine  will  be  the  first  in  a series  of 
commemorative  Centennial  issues. 

With  assistance  from  a Marketing  and 
Communications  subcommittee,  the  College 
created  a special  theme  and  visual  image 
for  the  Centennial.

when  professor  Maria  Frawley  conducts 
scholarly  research  in  England,  and  when  stu- 


dents from  20  foreign  countries  travel  to  Eliz- 
abethtown for  their  education  — then  the  slo- 
gan "Making  Our  Mark  on  the  World"  ap- 
pears to  be,  well,  right  on  the  mark.

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Ways  To  Fulfill  Your 
Campaign  Commitment 

CENTENNIAL  GIFTS 

Pledges  may  be  made  over  a five-year  period  and  may  be  fulfilled  as  follows: 

Cash  Gifts.  The  most  common  method  of  support.  Pledge  reminders  will  be  sent  at  intervals  determined 
by  the  donor  and  the  College. 

Gifts  of  Marketable  Securities.  Increasingly  more  popular  as  a method  of  payment.  There  may  be  poten- 
tial tax  benefits  to  making  a gift  of  securities  instead  of  cash.  The  College  also  has  a stock  option  gift 
program  in  place.  Actual  stock  certificates  can  be  transferred  or  shares  can  be  transferred  electronically 
to  a College  account  where  they  will  be  sold. 

Gifts  of  Personal  or  Real  Property.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  guidelines  for  the  receipt  of 
property  gifts.  Gifts  could  include  a personal  residence,  vacation  residence,  commercial  property,  art 
works,  equipment,  etc.  In  most  cases,  gifts  of  property  will  be  sold,  and  the  proceeds  will  be  used  to 
fulfill  the  pledge. 


FUTURE  GIFTS 

Future  gift  pledges  will  be  fulfilled  based  on  the  income  provisions  and  ages  of  donors  and  other  income 
beneficiaries  as  specified  in  gift  documents. 

Charitable  Gift  Annuities.  These  can  be  funded  with  cash  or  other  liquid  assets  and  produce  income  to  a 
beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  for  life.  Donors  also  may  be  eligible  for  a charitable  deduction  for  the  year  the 
gift  is  made. 

Charitable  Remainder  Unitrust  and  Charitable  Remainder  Annuity  Trust.  Charitable  trusts  provide 
income  to  a beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  for  life  or  for  a term  of  years.  They  are  more  complex  than  the 
standard  Charitable  Gift  Annuity  but  more  flexible  for  meeting  a donor's  needs  as  well.  Trusts  can  be 
funded  with  a variety  of  assets. 

Life  Insurance  Policies.  Policies  naming  the  College  as  both  the  owner  and  beneficiary  will  be  accepted 
as  fulfillment  for  a future  gift  commitment.  The  donor  must  agree  to  continue  paying  premiums,  or  the 
policy  must  have  a paid-up  cash  value. 

Gifts  of  Property  with  a Retained  Life  Estate.  A donor  may  give  his  or  her  home  or  vacation  residence 
to  the  College  while  retaining  the  right  to  live  in  it  for  life  or  a period  of  years. 

Bequests.  Bequest  commitments  are  encouraged  from  all  of  the  College's  alumni,  parents  and  friends. 

In  order,  however,  to  fulfill  a future  gift  commitment  with  a bequest  intention,  donors  must  meet  certain 
criteria  which  were  determined  by  the  trustees. 

All  of  the  gifts  outlined  above  could  produce  desirable  financial  and  estate  planning  effects  such  as  cur- 
rent charitable  deductions,  a reduction  of  the  overall  value  of  an  estate,  and  the  avoidance  of  capital 
gains  tax.  The  College  retains  the  right  to  approve  all  gifts  of  property.  We  strongly  recommend  that  a 
donor  consult  with  his  or  her  personal  advisors  before  making  any  commitment.  The  Development  Office 
can  answer  many  of  your  questions  and  would  be  happy  to  meet  with  you  and/or  your  advisors  as  you 
explore  opportunities  to  be  a part  of  the  future  of  Elizabethtown  College.

Starting  Over  at  50 

Don't  talk  to  Don  Tabone  '75  about  playing 

| baseball  in  the  Detroit  Tigers'  organization. 

"A  tiny  part  of  my  life,"  he  says.  Don't  talk 
to  him  about  rising  to  the  top  ranks  in  23+  years 
at  the  brokerage  firm  Merrill  Lynch,  either.  Or  the 
simple  pleasures  of  retiring  at  age  50. 

Now  at  the  age  of  56,  Don  wants  to  talk  about 
the  new  things  in  his  life:  Writing  a book  based  on 
his  studies  of  the  brain  and  human  behavior;  his 
love  of  art  and  the  sculptures  he  creates;  his  work 
with  nonprofit  organizations;  and  the  challenges 
of  building  a wine  cellar  in  Florida. 

"I  dropped  out  of  Michigan  State  twice,"  he 
remembers.  "The  first  time  to  play  baseball,  the 
second  to  form  a comedy  team  with  a fraternity 
brother.  We  toured  nightclubs  in  the  Midwest 
until  my  girlfriend  (now  wife),  Pat,  told  me  to  get  a 'real'  job.  I did,  but  the  comedy  writing 
taught  me  a lot  about  how  to  deal  with  people  and  was  instrumental  in  my  later  business  success." 

Years  later,  as  a young  executive  at  Merrill  Lynch  living  in  Allentown,  Don  realized  that  his 
220  college  credits  and  rich  life  experience  had  to  count  towards  something.  It  did:  an  Elizabeth- 
town College  degree,  granted  through  the  Center  for  Continuing  Education. 

When  he  reached  the  age  of  50,  he  was  at  the  peak  of  his  profession  as  a Senior  Vice  President  at 
Merrill  Lynch.  Fie  concluded  that  he  had  done  all  he  could  for  his  company.  "At  that  point,"  he  says, 
"I  was  either  going  to  stay  at  Merrill  for  the  rest  of  my  life  or  get  out  of  the  company  and  expand  on 
my  experiences."  He  and  his  wife  packed  up  their  belongings  in  New  Jersey  and  moved  to  Tampa, 
Florida. 

Don  continues  to  consult  with  businesses,  but  most  of  his  work  is  done  through  the  Tampa 
office  of  the  Executive  Service  Corps,  a national  group  of  retired  business  executives  who  help 
schools,  nonprofits,  and  local  governments.  There  is  also  his  book  (at  one  point  entitled  Nature 
Bats  Last  — a baseball  analogy).  "Through  my  entire  business  life,"  he  says  "I  have  been  very  in- 
terested in  how  the  brain  evolved,  is  structured,  and  how  it  responds  to  complexity  and  crisis." 

Between  his  move  from  New  Jersey  to  Florida,  Don  spent  time  in  Taos,  New  Mexico,  where 
he  met  the  artist  Egri.  His  interest  in  art  blossomed.  "When  we  first  became  interested  in  collect- 
ing art  15  years  ago,"  he  explains,  "sculpture  was  too  expensive  to  collect.  Since  I had  been 
raised  on  a farm  and  was  used  to  working  with  my  hands,  I started  creating  my  own  art.  My 
work  is  abstract  and  geometric;  it  takes  weeks  and  even  months  to  plan  a single  piece." 

Don  has  also  been  named  an  Alumni  Fellow,  which  means  he  will  return  to  campus  at 
the  end  of  September  to  share  his  experience  and  mentor.  He  will  have  the  chance  over  the 
course  of  two  or  three  days  to  lecture  in  various  classes  and  visit  with  students,  faculty,  and 
administrators.

If  you  visit  Peggy  Grove  '65  at  her  Harrisburg 
real  estate  office,  you  might  want  to  bring 
along  a good  book.  At  the  second  floor  walk- 
up  on  North  Front  Street,  with  the  expanse  of  the 
Susquehanna  River  winding  below,  the  phone  is 
always  ringing  at  Rosewein  Realty,  and  each  call  is 
for  her. 

While  you  wait,  strains  of  real  estate-ese  float 
through  the  front  office  in  and  out  of  earshot.  As 
impressive  as  her  knowledge  sounds  to  a casual 
observer,  it  is  not  her  only  area  of  expertise.  She 
is  a seasoned  politician,  serving  on  the  Harris- 
burg City  Council  for  the  last  four-and-a-half 
years.  She  is  also  the  president  of  five  corporations 
involved  with  real  estate  sales  and  manage- 
ment. 

But  Peggy  Grove's  business  savvy  tells  only 
a fraction  of  her  story.  She's  also  a breast  cancer 

survivor,  who  battled  back  from  the  disease  which  first  afflicted  her  in  1995.  Bolstered  by 
an  outpouring  of  love  from  people  in  the  Harrisburg  community,  Peggy  refused  to  let  cancer  get 
in  the  way  of  living  her  life  the  way  she  wanted  to.  Even  after  a successful  but  painful  bone 
marrow  transplant  at  Johns  Hopkins  in  1996  that  left  her  hospital-bound  for  a month,  she  kept 
up  with  the  demands  of  her  business  by  working  from  her  hospital  bed.  "I  was  determined  not 
to  let  cancer  overrun  my  life,"  she  says. 

Peggy  was  the  first  person  in  her  family  to  attend  college.  All  of  her  life  experiences  would 
meld  together  to  give  her  an  extra  reserve  of  pluck  and  mettle,  which  were  precisely  the  qual- 
ities she  drew  upon  in  1980  when  she  founded  the  Academy  of  Medical  Arts  and  Business. 

When  Peggy  talks  about  the  Academy,  a job  training  school  in  Harrisburg  for  displaced 
homemakers  and  single  mothers,  her  brown  eyes  begin  to  flicker  in  a way  that  tells  you  that 
perhaps  she  considers  this  work  her  most  worthwhile  endeavor. 

"My  dream  was  to  open  a school  for  women  who  needed  to  learn  skills  quickly,"  she  says. 
"Some  of  these  women  had  never  written  a check  or  dealt  with  a budget  in  their  lives." 

The  post-secondary  school  helped  give  many  women  the  skills  they  needed  to  enter  the 
working  world.  In  eight  years  she  graduated  800  students.  The  curriculum  Peggy  developed 
required  them  to  study  at  the  academy  for  six  months  and  then  serve  a three-month  internship. 
On  the  way  to  a certificate  or  GED,  students  learned  how  to  write  a resume  and  even  how  to 
dress  professionally.  She  collected  good,  second-hand  clothes  to  make  it  possible  for  her  students 
with  no  resources  to  have  some  suitable  business  wear  for  job  interviews. 

Though  she  had  to  sell  the  Academy  to  care  for  her  mother,  who  developed  a life-threatening 
illness,  her  life  continues  to  exemplify  the  College  motto,  "Educate  for  Service."  As  chair  of  the 
Building  and  Housing  Committee  for  Harrisburg  City  Council,  she  helped  organize  seminars  for 
flood  victims  on  city  codes  and  insurance  in  the  wake  of  the  massive  mid-state  flood  in  January 
of  1996.  And  she  works  with  women  who  are  interested  in  starting  their  own  businesses.  She  will 
sit  down  with  them  and  help  them  do  a business  plan  and  teach  them  about  the  loans  and  grants 
that  are  available  for  minority-owned  businesses. 

What  drives  Peggy  to  do  more  for  her  fellow  human  beings  than  others  with  similar  means 
and  position?  "I  am  committed  to  justice,"  she  says. 

And  for  the  weak,  the  powerless,  and  the  undereducated,  the  scales  of  justice  may  hang  a little 
more  in  their  favor  because  of  her  efforts.  E

Not  many  secondary  education 
English  majors  consider 
working  on  an  Indian  reser- 
vation, but  this  is  exactly  what  Jeffrey 
Hibbert  decided  to  do  for  a year 
when  he  graduated  from  Elizabeth- 
town in  1996. 

"When  I entered  college,  I really 
had  no  plans  but  I knew  that  some- 
how I would  be  involved  in  teach- 
ing because  of  my  interest  in  acade- 
mics and  working  with  others." 

Four  years  later  Jeff  found  himself 
a high  school  English  teacher  with 
the  Oglala  Sioux  tribe  on  the  Pine 
Ridge  Reservation  in  southwest- 
ern South  Dakota. 

"I  found  out  about  the  Red 
Cloud  Indian  School  at  Pine  Ridge  simply  by  reading  a brochure  in  the  Personal  and  Career 
Counseling  office,"  explained  Jeff. 

Teaching  on  an  Indian  reservation  gave  Jeff  something  he  couldn't  receive  in  a mainstream 
public  high  school  classroom.  "I  wanted  to  work  on  an  Indian  reservation,"  he  explains, 
"because  I wanted  the  opportunity  to  view  a different  aspect  of  American  life.  I also  wanted  to 
learn  more  about  the  extremely  diverse  traditions  and  cultures  that  still  exist  in  small  pockets 
throughout  this  country." 

He  taught  Senior  English  to  students  ages  17-19.  Besides  English,  Jeff  taught  courses  in 
newspaper  and  video,  music  literature,  and,  on  the  side,  he  taught  guitar  to  a few  students.  To 
"stay  close"  to  the  students,  Jeff  "honed  his  pool  shooting  and  foosball  playing  skills,"  during 
his  lunch  break. 

In  addition  to  teaching,  Jeff  also  picked  up  Pine  Ridge  students  every  morning  in  his  very 
own  school  bus.  "I  cruised  around  Pine  Ridge  in  Bus  Number  5 and  picked  up  the  K-8  students," 
recalls  Jeff.  His  bus  driving  days  didn't  stop  after  the  morning  pick-up:  He  also  drove  Pine  Ridge 
athletic  teams  to  their  away  competitions,  which  sometimes  were  two  or  three  hours  away. 

What  Jeff  found  on  the  Pine  Ridge  Reservation  was  the  simple  life.  Along  with  five  other 
teachers,  he  lived  in  a house  that  had  at  one  time  been  a convent.  "We  were  all  full-time  volun- 
teers, basically.  We  were  given  a free  place  to  live,  free  meals,  a community  car,  a monthly 
stipend,  and  a few  other  things,  but  we  lived  simple  lives.  We  had  a TV  with  three  channels,  a 
temperamental  water  heater,  but  a nice  big  living  room  where  we  could  all  hang  out  and  talk." 

There  were  other  adjustments  for  Jeff  on  the  reservation.  "The  Rez,"  as  Jeff  refers  to  the 
reservation,  "is  poor.  Most  housing  communities  consist  of  fairly  small,  HUD-like  houses  in 
which  more  people  live  than  you  can  imagine  by  the  look  of  them.  But  no  one  complains 
because  they  say  it's  all  they  need." 

Nonetheless,  he  found  that  even  amidst  difficult  social  conditions,  alcoholism,  and  unem- 
ployment, there  is  great  sense  of  pride,  community,  and  even  humor  in  the  Oglala  Sioux  tribe. 

Jeff  is  currently  a graduate  student  in  English  at  Western  Connecticut  State  University. 
Looking  back,  he  says  he  learned  a lot  in  that  year  on  the  reservation. 

"I  learned  that  the  world  is  a big  place  full  of  all  different  kinds  of  people  who  may  have 
absolutely  nothing  in  common  with  you.  Some  may  resent  you,  some  may  think  you  are  cool; 
either  way,  you  find  out  more  about  who  you  are  both  culturally  and  individually."  E

The  Rhodes  Scholarship  Experience 


Upon  meeting  for  the  first  time  one 
of  bus  British  professors  at  Oxford 
University,  John  Leaman  '95  was 
instructed  to  sit  in  a particular  chair  in  his 
office.  "My  American  students  are  so 
cocksure  of  themselves,"  the  professor 
explained,  "that  it  is  always  something 
of  a comeuppance  to  learn  that  this  chair 
in  which  you  are  sitting  is  older  than  your 
country." 

The  announcement  that  John  had 
been  named  Elizabethtown's  first  Rhodes 
Scholar  earned  him  the  cover  of  the 
Spring  1995  issue  of  Elizabethtown. 

Three  years  later,  and  now  a medical 
student  at  the  University  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, John  is  able  to  reflect  on  this 
unique  experience  among  Etown  grads 
and  discuss  his  future  in  medicine.

John  attended  Oriel  College,  one  of 

36  colleges  that  comprise  Oxford  University.  Under  the  system  of  tutors,  he  met  once  a week  with 
each  "tutor"  and  delivered  a nine-page  essay  on  an  assigned  subject.  "I  became  great  friends 
with  the  British  professor  in  whose  old  chair  I sat,"  he  remembers  with  a smile.  "What  the  British 
really  want  from  us  foreign  students  is  to  respect  their  institutions  and  the  way  they  teach.  I did 
and  I learned  a tremendous  amount  about  how  modem  medicine  really  works." 

John  has  always  been  interested  in  public  health  issues.  One  lesson  he  learned  at  Oxford 
concerned  the  impact  of  economics  and  business  on  the  practice  of  modem  medicine,  a lesson 
that  was  reinforced  during  a 1997  summer  internship  in  Harrisburg  with  Dr.  Wanda  Filer,  then 
Pennsylvania's  Physician  General. 

"Doctors  these  days — especially  those  who  want  to  help  shape  public  health-care  policies 
as  I do — have  to  be  trained  in  economics,"  he  says.  "One  of  our  biggest  challenges  is  simply  to 
find  the  money  to  give  people  medical  care." 

To  address  this  need  in  his  medical  training,  John  will  also  pursue  an  M.B.A.  at  the  Wharton 
School  of  Business.  He  will  also  study  for  a master's  degree  in  bioethics  at  Perm  with  Dr.  Arthur 
Caplan  (who  addressed  the  Commencement  of  Elizabethtown's  Class  of  1998). 

One  of  the  Oxford  experiences  John  clearly  enjoyed  the  most  was  interacting  with  students 
from  all  over  the  world.  "On  the  Oxford  basketball  team  on  which  I played,  there  were  students 
from  America,  South  Africa,  England,  Greece,  and  Denmark.  I made  a lot  of  British  friends  at 
Oriel  College."  He  also  adds,  "One  of  the  more  interesting  dynamics  had  the  American,  Canadian, 
and  Australian  students  also  sticking  together." 

Upon  returning  to  the  United  States  as  a Rhodes  Scholar,  he  notices  that  people  who  did 
not  know  him  previously  seem  to  expect  something  different  from  him.  "They  seem  to  think  Rhodes 
Scholars  are  somehow  smarter  than  everyone  else.  I think  what  defines  Rhodes  Scholars,  how- 
ever, is  that  they  tend  to  do  different  things.  They  did  not  spend  all  their  time  in  the  library  and 
are  very  well  rounded.  One  of  my  Rhodes  friends,  for  instance,  had  studied  for  two  years  in  a 
Tibetan  monastery  and  another  founded  an  educational  program  in  Boston." 

The  day  after  this  interview,  he  was  to  fly  to  Scotland  and  begin  a summer  program  at  the 
Royal  Infirmary  in  Edinburgh  to  study  health  economics,  geriatrics,  and  bioethics.  "The  first 
year  of  medical  school  was  long,  with  a lot  of  book  learning,  and  it  is  not  as  glamorous  as 
they  make  it  look  on  television.  But  I was  ready  for  it  and  am  very  excited  about  becoming  a 
practicing  physician  one  day."  Only  six  more  years  of  training  to  go....  E

Track  Is  Back  (And  So  Is  Field):  Meet  Chris  Straub, 
the  Leader  of  Etown's  Newest  Athletic  Program 


Until  he  entered  high  school,  new  Etown 
cross  country /track  and  field  coach  Chris 
Straub  never  thought  of  running  as  a real 
sport.  One  fateful  dinner  conversation 
and  a number  of  grateful  distance  pro- 
grams later,  Straub  is  the  coach  who  will 
lead  Etown  track  and  field's  return  to  var- 
sity competition  in  the  spring  of  2000. 

"I  grew  up  playing  baseball  and  soc- 
cer, but  I wasn't  as  successful  as  I wanted 
to  be  at  those  sports,"  says  Straub,  who 
will  also  serve  as  the  coordinator  for  intra- 
murals and  teach  in  the  Physical  Educa- 
tion Department.  "I  remember  distinctly  a 
dinner  with  my  father  during  the  summer 
before  ninth  grade.  He  said,  'Have  you 
ever  thought  about  running  cross  coun- 
try?' I didn't  know  what  cross  country 
was,  but  he  made  it  sound  so  fascinating." 

A 1989  graduate  of  Red  Land  High 
School,  Straub  lettered  in  each  of  his  four 
varsity  seasons  with  the  cross  country 
program,  earning  all-state  honors  along 
the  way.  On  the  collegiate  level,  Straub 
competed  at  Division  I James  Madison 
University,  where  he  was  an  all-confer- 
ence and  all-region  selection  in  each  of  his 
four  seasons  with  the  Dukes'  cross  coun- 
try squad.  For  good  measure,  he  was  also 
a four-time  all-conference  and  two-time 
all-region  qualifier  with  the  JMU  track 
and  field  team. 

During  his  years  at  James  Madison,  he 
also  developed  an  interest  in  the  psycho- 


logical and  physical  knowledge 
bases  associated  with  running, 
prompting  one  of  his  college 
coaches  to  call  him  "a  true  stu- 
dent of  the  sport."  From  there,  it 
was  a natural  transition  from 
runner  to  coach. 

"In  college,  I was  always 
questioning  why  we  were  doing 
what  we  were  doing,"  Straub 
says.  "I  majored  in  psychology 
because  I was  fascinated  with 
human  behavior  in  sports  and  I 
took  30  elective  hours  in  kinesiol- 


ogy because  I was  intrigued  with 
the  biomechanics  of  running.  1 
could  go  on  for  hours  talking 
about  training  philosophy." 

After  college,  Straub  earned  his  master's 
degree  in  sports  science  from  Miami  (Ohio) 
University  and  spent  time  coaching  at  East 
Carolina  University  and  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  rival  Susquehanna.  A familiarity 
with  the  Division  III  philosophy  and  a de- 
sire to  be  a part  of  Blue  Jay  sports  history  fu- 
eled his  interest  in  the  Etown  coaching  op- 
portunity. "I  always  wanted  to  be  involved 
with  a school  that  believes  in  academic  ex- 
cellence. Just  from  talking  to  other  people,  I 
knew  that  Etown  has  that  reputation," 
Straub  says.  "I  believe  in  what  we  are  trying 
to  do  here  and  I want  to  work  in  a small  col- 
lege setting  and  develop  a program." 

Perhaps  more  important  than  his 


miles  of  running  experience  and  hours  of 
classroom  learning,  Straub  brings  a stu- 
dent-first coaching  philosophy  to  Etown. 
"I  have  my  own  goals,  but  when  the  sea- 
son starts.  I'll  de-emphasize  my  goals  and 
focus  on  what  they  want  to  accomplish," 
he  says.  "You  have  to  empower  the  stu- 
dent-athletes and  make  them  feel  that  it's 
their  program.  I'm  there  for  guidance  and 
direction  and  leadership. 

"The  coach  is  with  the  student-athlete 
as  much,  or  more,  than  any  other  figure, 
so  it's  a necessity  for  coaches  to  be 
involved  in  their  total  development," 
Straub  says.  "That  falls  into  the  Division 
III  philosophy  that  they're  not  just  here  to 
run,  but  to  excel  in  all  areas  of  life."  E

Spring  Recap:  Men's  Tennis  Team  Eclipses  Victory  Record 


Men's  Tennis 

Individual  and  team  records  fell  as  the 
Etown  men's  tennis  squad  became  the 
story  of  the  season  with  a record-setting 
15  wins  and  a run  to  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  finals.  Leading  the  charge 
was  top  singles  player  Wieger  Moen,  who 
posted  a 20-0  singles  record  — without 
losing  a set  — and  capped  the  season  by 
winning  the  program's  first-ever  MAC 
singles  championship.  No.  2 singles  player 
Brian  Schuck  '00  went  a combined  24-4 
on  the  season  and  No.  3 Jon  Flood  added 
12  singles  victories  to  finish  with  38  for  his 
career,  the  second-highest  total  in  pro- 
gram history.  Scott  Czerwonka  '00,  Dave 
Oswald  '98  and  Jason  Palsgrove  '00  also 
notched  12  singles  victories  apiece  to  pace 
Etown,  which  boasted  a ten-match  win- 
ning streak  during  the  season. 

Softball 

With  Lora  Crawford  '98  rewriting  the 
Etown  softball  record  book,  the  Blue  Jays
